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TOWN WARRANT 


To either of the Constables of the Town of Millbury, in the county 
of Worcester, Greetings: 

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are 
directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Millbury 
qualified to vote in elections and town affairs to meet at their respec- 
tive voting places to wit: Precinct No. 1 at the Town Hall; Precinct 
No. 2 at the Burbank Street School at Bramanville; Precinct No. 3 at 
the Memorial High School; Precinct No. 4 at the Dorothy Manor 
School; and Precinct No. 5 at the East Millbury School, on Saturday, 
the ninth day of March, next, at eight o’clock in the forenoon, to 
elect the following officers, to wit: 

ARTICLE 1. To choose a Town Clerk, Treasurer, Collector of 
Taxes, Auditor, Moderator, Six Constables, Tree Warden, Three mem- 
mergs of the Board of Selectmen, one Highway Surveyor, One Member 
of the School Committee, One member of the Planning Board, all for 
the term of one year; One member of the School Committee, One mem- 
ber of the Planning Board, all for the term of Two years; One Assessor, 
One member of the Board of Health, One member of the School Com- 
mittee, One Trustee Public Library, One Cemetery Commissioner, Two 
members of the Board of Public Welfare, One member of the Planning 
Board, all for the term of three years; One member of the Planning 
Board, for the term of four years; One member of the Millbury 
Housing Authority, One member of the Planning Board, all for the 
term of five years. 

ARTICLE 2. To choose all other necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. And to meet on March 2, 1957 at 2.00 P.M. in the Town 
Hall in said Millbury, to act on the following articles, to wit: 

ARTICLE 38. To hear the reports of several Town Officers and 
Committees and act thereon. 

Article 4. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary to defray Town Charges for the year ensuing, including 
sums for the lighting of Streets, the maintenance of the Town Library, 
the observance of Memorial and Armistice Days, Care and Improve- 
ment of cemeteries, care of clocks, care of fire alrm, the use of the 
Tree Warden, the use of Department of Veterans’ Services, salaries 
of Fire Department, and Police Retirement, Pensions, or take any 
action thereon. 

ARTICLE 5. To choose any Committee or Committees that may 
be thought necessary. 

ARTICLE 6. To see what action the Town will take regarding 
the hiring of four or more policemen to patrol our streets and to raise 
and appropriate money for same, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town 
Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen to borrow money from 
time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year begin- 
ning January 1, 1956 and to issue a note or notes therefore, payable 
within one year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given for 
a period of less than one year in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 
44, General Laws. 

ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to sell, after first giving notice of the time and place of sale by 
posting such notice of sale in some convenient and public place in the 
Town, fourteen days at least before the sale, property taken by the 
Town under Tax Title Procedure provided the Selectmen, or whomso-

ever they may authorize to hold such public auction may reject any 
bid which they deem inadequate, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to provide for extraordinary or unforseen 
expenditures under the provisions of Chapter 40, Section 6, or the 
General Laws of Massachusetts, to be known as the Reserve Fund, or 
take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money, for 
the general municipal purposes under authority of, and in accordance 
with the provisions of Chapter 49 of the Acts of 1933, and amendments 
thereto or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $500.00 to be used by the Selectmen to settle claims 
for personal property damage or incidental personal injury claims 
that may be brought against the Town, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to be expended by the Treasurer for filing fees 
and the necessary expenses of foreclosing certain Tax Titles now held 
by the Town, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following 
by-law creating a Council for the Aging or take any action thereon: 

There is hereby established a council for the aging consisting of 
the chairman of the board of public welfare, the chairman of the 
board of park commissioners, the chairman of the board of health, 
the superintendent of schools or their respective representatives, 
and not less than three nor more than seven additional members 
appointed by the board of selectmen from the voters and residents 
of the town. The chairman of the council shall be designated from 
time to time by the board of selectmen. The council may appoint 
such clerks and other employees as it may require. Appointees 
shall hold office until successors are designated. 

It shall be the duty of the council to carry out programs designed 

to meet problems of the aging in coordination with programs of 

the Council for the Aging established under section 73 of chapter 

6 of the Massachusetts General Laws. 

ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate or transfer from available unappropriated funds in the Town 
Treasury the sum of $12,000.00 to be expended in conjunction with 
the money which may be allotted by the State or County, or both, 
under the provisions of Chapter 90 of our General Laws continue the 
reconstruction of West Main Street or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate or transfer from available unappropriated funds in the Town 
Treasury the sum of $7,000.00 to be expended in conjunction with any 
money which may be allotted by the State or County, or both, under 
the provisions of Chapter 90 of our General Laws to widen Elm Street 
from Canal to Main Streets, or take any action thereon. 

_ ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to be expended by a Committee of Five for 
Christmas Decorations for the Center of the Town, said Committee to 
be appointed by the Moderator, or take any action thereon. 

_ ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to be expended by the Common Committee for 
the beautification of the Common or take any action thereon. 

_ ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate or transfer from available unappropriated funds in the Town 
Treasury a sum of money to be expended by the Highway Department 
under the supervision of the Board of Selectmen for the erection of a 
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Town Barn on land now owned by the Town on River Street or take 
any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate or transfer from available unappropriated funds in the Town 
Treasury a sum of money to purchase one Austin Western Scarifier 
for the use of the Highway Department or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money, to be expended, by a committee of three 
that the Moderator be instructed to appoint, with the Forest Fire 
Warden, under the supervision of the Selectmen to purchase and equip 
a 1957 truck, for the use of the Forest Fire Warden in performance 
of his duties, that the present truck now used by the forest fire warden 
be traded in toward the purchase of the new truck or take any action 
thereon. 

ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to increase the mem- 
bership of the Board of Selectmen from 3 members to 5 members, 
said increase to become effective in 1958 or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will vote to increase the term 
of office of the Board of Selectmen from one year to three years, and 
to effect such change to elect in 1958 one selectman for the term of 
one year, and one or two selectmen for the term of two years, and 
one or two selectmen for the term of three years, respectfully and 
thereafter for the term of three years, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 28. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to install one air horn on the Control Fire 
Headquarters Bldg. or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to purchase one emergency electric generator 
for the use of the Fire Department or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 25. To see if the Town of Millbury will vote to sell 
the Park Hill School land to Benjamin F. Miles of Millbury for the 
sum of One Thousand ($1,000.) Dollars, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 26. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Select- 
men to sell at public auction property now held under tax title and 
acquired from Blackstone Linen and others located in the rear of 
Millbury Town Hall or take any action theron. 

ARTICLE 27. To see if the Town will vote to release the right of 
way now held by the Town of Millbury thru the property of Millbury 
Engineering Company and instruct the Selectmen to prepare and sign 
such release within 30 days or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 28. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $1,850.00 to gravel and oil John Street from Henry Street to 
Wheelock Ave., a distance of 600 feet, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 29. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $1,350.00 to gravel and oil Henry Street from John Street to 
Marion Ave., a distance of 700 feet, or take any action thereon. 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $1,000.00 to regrade and resurface Wilson Road for a distance 
of 480 feet or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 31. To see of the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to complete the work on Davis Road a distance 
of approximately 2800 feet, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 32. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to widen and regrade and install drains and 
sidewalk on easterly side of Millbury Avenue from the corner of 
Millbury Avenue and Riverlin Street to the northerly point of the 
common in the triangle at Millbury Avenue and Howe Avenue, a 
distance of 23800 feet, drains to be installed at suitable locations, or 
take any action thereon. 
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ARTICLE 33. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate a 
sum of money to resurface and install drains beginning at Miles St. 
Extension and through Leone Avenue to Prospect Avenue Extension, 
or take any action thereon.

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Report of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of the Town of Millbury: 


The Board of Selectmen presents its report and the re- 
ports of the various Town Officers for the year ending 
December 31, 1956. 

Much of your Selectman’s time for the past year has been 
spent negotiating a flood control project for the Blackstone 
River. We are happy to report that after numerous trips 
to Boston and many meetings with State officials, a contract 
has been signed and work is now underway to eliminate 
the flood danger from the Worcester City line to the bridge 
on Providence Street. A contract will be bid in the spring 
for the replacement of the Providence Street Bridge—thus 
eliminating another bottleneck in the river. We have the 
assurance of the Department of Public Works that a survey 
will be made shortly on the remainder of the river in Mill- 
bury with the hope of protecting the New England Power 
Company Sub-station from further flood damage. We feel 
quite certain that work will be done in this section of the 
river after the survey is made. 

The Town has been fortunate to have some very good 
and active committees working on its behalf for the past 
year. 
The first and foremost—The Good Government Committee 
—has been outstanding. They have been tireless in their 
efforts and at the present time have formulated a set of 
by-laws for planning and zoning. We hope that by the time 
this report is published these by-laws will be in effect. The 
Committee is composed of Fred Baldwin, Robert Blair, Win- 
fred Dufour, Leroy Thomas, Raymond Roach, Frederick 
Heidtmann, Kenneth Gould, Victor Salo, Ernest White and 
Ernest Perry. 

The Common Committee has done a very good job in the 
beautification of our Town Common and they are to be com- 
mended. This committee is Mrs. Myron Johnson, Mrs. 
Dorothy Kennedy, Roy Army, Ernest Tarbox and Leodore 
Tebo, Jr. 

The School Building Survey Committee has been active 
and are in the process of securing plans and specifications 
for a proposed new junior high school. The committee feels 
that they will be ready to submit their plans sometime in 
the early summer at a special town meeting. The Committee 
is composed of Pearl Lacouture, Arthur Stowe, Joseph 
Gagliardi, Walter Dolan, George Ryan and Richard Dwinell. 
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To the Christmas Decorating Committee goes a special 
vote of thanks for making the Holiday Season a little 
brighter around Millbury Center. Many favorable and com- 
plimentary remarks were heard about their efforts. On this 
Committee were Marcellus Wissell, Harold Freeman, Wilma 
Ela, Ray Chevalier and Henry Claflin. 

The Committee, appointed by the Moderator to work in 
conjunction with the Board of Selectmen to investigate the 
possibility of redrawing the precinct boundary lines, has 
completed its survey and are prepared to recommend 
changes in the present boundary lines. The findings will be 
presented at a special town meeting called for that purpose. 
Members of this Committee are Daniel Murray, William 
Grout, John Donnelly, Phillip Lajoie, Arthur Racicot, 
Thomas Tivan, Daniel Donovan, Carroll Milliken, Walter 
W. Hart and William Shaughnessy. 

The Committee appointed to investigate the need of a new 
forest fire truck held several meetings. The outcome of these 
meetings is an article sponsored by this committee in the 
Annual Town Warrant asking for a new forest fire truck. 
Rudolph Holland, Arthur Russell and George Bazinet com- 
prise this committee. 

The Board of Selectmen appointed to administer the 
funds set aside in their budget for the East Millbury play- 
ground. The committee was very active and achieved results 
with the money expended. This Committee is composed of 
Walter Swift, Leo Bachant, Stanley Sadowski, Roland 
Lindbladt, Henry Gafvert, William Mahon, Adeline Gravel, 
Estell Modig, Sigrid Ingman and Francis Maguire. 

The dry hydrant Committee, composed of Francis Cofsky, 
Rufus Colby and John G. Koehler, will make there final 
report and recommendation at the Annual Town meeting. 

The following were appointed by the Town Moderator to 
investigate the scale of wages in all town departments: 
Frederick Lucas, G. Albert Whittier and Robert L. White. 

Once again the Town of Millbury had the honor of send- 
ing a 4-H representative to the National 4-H Congress in 
Chicago. Miss Jacqueline L. Tebo, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Leodore Tebo, Jr., 4 Canal Street, was the winner in a state- 
wide dressmaking competition. Our heartiest congratula- 
tions to her on this outstanding achievement. 

The final step in streamlining town insurance was 
recently taken by authorizing H. Louis Rocheleau Agency 
to write a Master Fleet Policy covering all town vehicles. 
This policy replaces approximately 14 separate policies on 
town vehicles. This results in saving unnecessary auditing 
and billing in the town’s bookkeeping system. 

The Board of Selectmen with the kind assistance of the 
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Millbury Grange has organized a senior citizen group named 
the Golden Age. This action was strongly recommended by 
Governor Herter and the State Council for the Aging. 
Quarters were provided in the Town Hall for this group 
and we are pleased to report that attendance and interest 
are amazing. 

We wish to Price this opportunity to thank all Depart- 
ments and Department Heads for their cooperation in 
making this year a successful one for the Town of Millbury.

Veterans’ Service Department 


Honorable Board of Selectmen : 

As Veterans’ Agent and Director of Veterans’ Services, 
I hereby submit my report of services on Veterans’ Benefits 
granted for the year ending December 31st, 1956, together 
with financial reports. 

In excess of 575 applications were processed through this 
office and submitted to the various branches of the Local, 
Federal and State governments. These applications per- 
tained to allotments, Korean bonus, burial allowance, com- 
pensation and pension, education and training, insurance, 
loans, hospital and clinical treatment, taxes and veterans’ 
aid. — Asa result of these claims, well in excess of $100,000 
were received during the year 1956 by veterans and/or 
their dependents, on whose behalf applications were made. 

As it has been stated in the past, the continued receipt of 
Federal and State benefits minimizes in many cases the 
amounts granted under our Veterans’ Benefits program. 

In connection with the above applications, 1200 photo- 
static copies of discharges and other vital records were 
made in this office. 

Several changes in the federal laws should be brought to 
the attention of survivors of men who died while in active 
duty, or as a result of service-connected disabilities. Public 
Law 881, which passed through the Congress last year, has 
a direct bearing on all survivors receiving death compensa- 
tions. Under this law the survivors are requested to make a 
selection of benefits. I urge those survivors to contact this 
office before making a final selection—Public Law 634, 
commonly known as the “War Orphans’ Educational Assist- 
ance Act,’ was passed last year. This Act provides assist- 
ance to children of men who died while on active duty, or 
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as a result of a service-connected disease, or injury. It pro- 
vides benefits similar to the GI Bill of Rights for those 
children who will continue in institutions of higher learning 
after completing their high school education. Application for 
these benefits are now available. 

With regard to our aid program for the year 1956.— 
There was a slight decrease in the number of applications 
received. Medical benefits, however, continued to increase, 
due to the increase in rates. It should be noted that the 
amount this department expends for medical attention 
would more than double itself, were it not for the number 
of cases accepted by the Veterans Administration for hos- 
pitalization and medical treatment. 

An itemization of our Veterans’ Benefits and Service ac- 
counts is as follows: 

Veterans’ Benefits 

A total of 91 applications for Veterans’ Benefits were 
processed during the year ending December 31st, 1956. Of 
these, 79 applications affecting 179 people were approved 
by this office, and considered by the State for reimburse- 
ment. 7 applications were referred to other cities and towns 
for action, and 5 cases were rejected for reason of ineligi- 
bility, or income in excess of our approved budget. 

A total of $25,327.24 was expended for Veterans’ Aid 
during the past year, and of that amount $12,068.20 will be 
returned to the General Account through reimbursements. 

Veterans’ Aid in 1956 showed a decrease of $385.85, un- 
der that which was expended in 1955.

Report of the Liaison Officer 


Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Millbury, Massachusetts 


Dear Members: 

The following is my report as your Liaison Officer for the 
year ending December 31, 1956. 

In my report to you on December 31, 1955, I submitted 
the anticipated reimbursement for expenditures in connec- 
tion with Hurricane “Edna” of 1954.—I am pleased to re- 
port at this time that of the total expenditure of $5,362.13 
ih received a reimbursement of $5,357.93 in 1956 from the 

tate. 
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To continue my report of December 31, 1955, as pertains 
to the floods of 1955—please be advised that all departments 
have reported completion of all emergency, temporary and 
permanent repairs to Town-owned streets and property, 
with the exception of two projects. These two projects are: 


a. The erection of a toolshed or garage at Central 
Cemetery. 
b. The Oak Pond Circle drainage project. 


The State Flood Board has agreed to reimburse the Town 
up to $498 toward the cost of a new toolshed, and up to 
$5,731 for repair of the drainage system at Oak Pond Cir- 
cle, provided however, that both of these projects are com- 
pleted not later than April 15, 1957. 

I recommend that everything possible be done to take ad- 
vantage of these reimbursements. 

To finance the cost created by this disaster, the Town was 
authorized to use available funds in accordance with Sec- 
tion 31 of Chapter 44, of the General Laws. 

For all protective care, clearance of debris, temporary 
and permanent repairs to public facilities within the Town, 
the combined expenditure between August 19, 1955 and De- 
cember 12, 1956 was $75,958.31. 

We have received reimbursements from the Federal and 
State Governments totalling $69,741.47 to date. Approved 
for reimbursement, and to be received early in 1957, is an 
additional $5,296.49. This will bring the total reimburse- 
ment to $75, 037.96. 

Therefore, for all emergency care and repairs to public 
facilities within the Town, resulting from the floods of 1955, 
the cost to the Town has been $920.35. This, of course, is 
exclusive of all work done directly by the Corps of Eng1- 
neers and the Department of Public Works. Of this amount 
it should be noted that the Town possesses additional equip- 
ment and supplies purchased by various departments during 
the emergency, which is still practically new and can be 
used in the event of future disasters. If we take into con- 
sideration the replacement cost of these items, then our 
actual cost has been negligible—A breakdown of cost by 
departments is attached. 

Projects completed and/or under construction in 1956 


CENTRAL CEMETERY 


The granite wall inside the cemetery gate has been re- 
constructed. All damaged foundations have been replaced 
and all headstones have been reset. The streets within the 
cemetery that were washed away have been repaired and 
oiled. The entire section inside the main entrance has been 
regraded, loamed and seeded. 
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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT

The bridges on Riverlin Street and Burbank Street have 
been rebuilt by the State Department of Public Works. 
Cross Street bridge was repaired by the Highway Depart- 
ment. — 

At the Annual Town Meeting in March 1956 the Town 
appropriated $50,000 to be expended under Chapter 91 of 
the General Laws. This money was to be expended in con- 
junction with $110,000 allocated for permanent flood con- 
trol on the Blackstone River in Millbury by the Department 
of Public Works. Preliminary surveys of the river indicated 
cost of necessary work to be done would be in the vicinity 
of $210,000. An agreement was reached with Mr. Rudolph 
Bisette, Director of the Division of Inland Waterways, 
whereby we would pay $48,000 of the cost and the State the 
remainder. This allowed us to maintain $2,000 for land 
damage in connection with the work for which the Town 
may be liable. The proposed work was to include dredging 
and widening the channel for a distance of 400 feet north 
of the Cemetery Road bridge to the State bridge on Prov- 
idence Street, except for a section between Turturro’s the- 
atre north to the railroad bridge above South Main Street, 
and to straighten and dredge the outlet of the Singletary 
Brook where it emptied into the Blackstone River. It would 
also be necessary to add a 40 foot span to the bridge at the 
cemetery. Plans and specifications were drawn up under the 
direction of the Division of Inland Waterways, and bids 
were received in the fall——The Hill Construction Company 
of Millbury submitted the low bid at approximatey $169,000. 
Additions to the contract for riprapping bankings in certain 
areas, together with other necessary changes should bring 
the overall cost of that project to approximately $190,000. 
Actual work was started on the project in December of this 
year.—While this project was in progress we continued 
negotiations with the State Department of Public Works, 
and have received approval of a new 70 to 80 foot span on 
the Providence Street bridge. This will be advertised for 
bids and construction started in 1957. The money has been 
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made available by the Department of Public Works, and the 
cost is anticipated at $90,000 plus cost of land damages and 
takings, all to be paid for by the State. 

It is anticipated that dredging and widening of the chan- 
nel between Providence Street bridge and the new bridge on 
Riverlin Street will be done in conjunction with either the 
bridge contract, or as an addition to the present contract. 

A further agreement was reached with Mr. Bisette, to 
have his department survey the river from the Riverlin 
Street bridge to the Sutton town line, to determine the 
feasibility of changing the route of the river so as to give 
a more direct flow and to rectify the condition at the Prov- 
idence Street station of the New England Power Company, 
as well as the flooding of Providence Street and the adjacent 
areas. 

The above-mentioned projects will carry us through the 
year 1957, and possibly into 1958. I would, however, recom- 
mend that in 1958 the Town seek additional work under 
Chapter 91 for widening, dredging and necessary bridge 
work from the Worcester line to the limits of the present 
project. 

Two other projects that should be given consideration un- 
der Chapter 91 are the Dorothy Pond and Singletary 
Brooks. Both are in need of corrective work, and were the 
cause of considerable damages in 1955. 

The flooding of the Blackstone River in Millbury has 
caused hundreds of thousands of dollars of damages. The 
steps we have taken to widen and dredge the channel and 
to increase the capacity of the bridges will greatly reduce 
the amount of damages in the future. However, in the 
opinion of many the ultimate solution to the problem of 
flooding in this area is through the creation of retention 
areas, designed to hold back and control the flow of water 
into the river following any prolonged period of rain. 

Through the continued effort of Walter Shaw, County 
Agent of the Department of Agriculture, a watershed dis- 
trict has been formed. Through this organization the Fed- 
eral Government will be asked to construct retention areas 
in various locations.—If that organization is wholeheartedly 
supported, then in my opinion, extensive damages caused by 
flood disasters should be a thing of the past.

Road Commissioner’s Report 


Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I hereby respectfully submit my annual report as High- 

way Surveyor for the year ending December 31, 1956. 
General Highway and Permanent Roads 

‘All roads and sidewalks have been repaired by patching 
and graveling wherever the need was the greatest. All the 
main thoroughfares have been swept, catch basins cleared 
and brush has been cut. 

As stated in my report of last year our road patching 
program has been somewhat restricted due to the increased 
cost of patch, tar and oil but each and every street has been 
given attention and are in good condition. 

As much of the town equipment has become obsolete, con- 
stant repairs have been necessary. The grader has reached 
an age where its efficiency has been greatly reduced and we 
hope to replace it this year with a new one. I should also 
mention that in making repairs to town equipment we have 
had to work under most trying conditions. Much of the 
equipment is kept out of doors since we have no town barn. 
Consequently, particularly in the winter, repairs are made 
with the greatest of difficulty. 


Snow and Ice 

Beginning in February and continuing through March 
we had an unusual amount of snow and the condition was 
accentuated during the month of December. Rain and ice 
conditions have also constituted a great menace during the 
year. But the roads were treated with sand-calcium chloride 
and all streets were plowed as well as the cemetery, Town 
Dump Road and area around the Memorial High School. 
Extra attention has had to be given to school bus routes 
which have increased during the past few years. The accept- 
ance of new streets by the town has increased the area that 
must be taken care of during all types of weather. Snow is 
picked up on both sides of the main streets, churches and 
business areas after each storm. 


Special Projects 


These were voted at the last regular town meeting and 
many of them have been completed, including: 


Chunis Avenue Linda Avenue 
Orchard Street Glen Avenue 
Middleton Street Hamilton Street 
West Street South Main Street 
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Others have been held up due to the remaining repairs 
we had to make as a result of previous flood damage but will 
be completed during the coming year. 

Ouiling Streets 

Those streets have been given a coating of oil wherever 
the need was the greatest and again we have been restricted 
in this department due to the increased cost of tar and 
asphalt. 

Chapter 90 Construction 

This year North Oxford Road has been widened, graded 
and resurfaced. 

The bridge on West Main Street has been reinforced by 
a thorough job of welding, replacement of weakened parts 
and a coat of preservative paint has been applied. 

I want to thank the Board of Selectmen for their con- 
tinued cooperation.

Report of the Board of Public Welfare 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Millbury: 

The report of the Charlton Home Farm Association will 
be found on another page of this book. 

As the Town Auditor’s report gives you full description 
of our expenditures, reimbursements and financial report 
we will not repeat at this time, but will give you an itemized 
list under each category of assistance, showing where and 
how, our appropriation was spent in giving aid to the needy 
persons who were eligible during the past year. 

Our caseload under General Relief consisted of the follow- 
ing cases with settlements as shown: 

45 cases with Millbury settlements: 

8 cases with No Settlements (state) 
10 cases with Out-of-town settlements 

8 cases with Millbury settlements living elsewhere 
15 Worc. City Hospital bills with Millbury settlements. 

These cases were aided due to the following reasons: in- 
sufficient wages; non-citizens; persons not old enough for 
Old Age Assistance; unemployment; waiting periods for 
social security payments; chronic and temporary illness; 
desertion and non-support; incompetency, etc. 

On all categories of assistance effective July 1, 1956 pay- 
ments were increased due to the cost of living index and the 
current adjustment on the basic budget item cost schedule 
is now 20%, an increase of 5.07%.

The Board of Health presents their annual report for

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Report of Millbury Housing Authority 


The Millbury Housing Authority takes pleasure in pre- 
pees its annual report for the year ending December 31, 
1956. 

The Authority held regular monthly meetings in the town 
hall the fourth Tuesday of each month. Officers for the year 
were: Chairman, John M. Hamilton; Vice Chairman, Nor- 
man C. Lacouture; Treasurer, Ernest T. Tarbox; Assistant 
Treasurer, Frederick E. Lucas. Gordon P. Breault, who was 
re-elected to the board at the annual election, served as the 
fifth member of the board until his resignation in Septem- 
ber. Martin J. Roach of Grove Street was appointed at a 
joint meeting of the selectmen and the Authority to serve 
in place of Mr. Breault until the annual town election 
in 1957. Richard Kenary was re-appointed executive director 
and John Ducharme maintenance man. Following Mr. 
Ducharme’s resignation, Maurice O’Brien was appointed 
to serve in his place. 

Also appointed to act as servicing brokers were Thomas 
Woods of South Main Street on the compulsory liability 
and fire and rent insurance and Rocheleau Insurance Agency 
of Main Street for the monies, securities and position 
insurance. 

In October the Authority reissued its notes for one year 
because of the more favorable interest rates to be obtained 
on short term borrowing. 

With the assistance of the State in the form of a con- 
tribution of $7,875.00, the new issue of notes amounted to 
$306,000.00—$9,000.00 less than the previous year. 

Again this year the Authority was pleased to be able to 
return $900.00 to the town as payment on the Project in lieu 
of taxes. 

With the completion of the Project’s filter bed and the 
replacement of the original hot water heaters during 1955, 
most of the chronic maintenance problems were eliminated 
for 1956. However, replacement of storm doors were high on 
the Authority’s agenda, and early in the spring bids were 
requested for the installation of 23 aluminum combination 
doors. The bid of the Modern Manufacturing Co., Inc., of 
Worcester for $1,127.00 was the lowest received, and that 
company was awarded the contract. 

Two other contracts were awarded during the year—one 
to the Howe Petroleum Products of Millbury for oil heater 
maintenance, and one to Eugene Emmons of Millbury for 
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trash and rubbish removal from the Project. The bid of the 
Howe Co. was $250.00, and that of Mr. Emmons $299.00. 
In addition to these contracts, final payments totaling 
$5,274.10 were made to the Pease Co. of Stamford, Conn., 
contractors for the filter bed. 


The project now houses over 1380 persons—over 80 of 
whom are children. Tenents continue to be most co-operative 
in maintaining both their housing units and grounds. 
Nearly all units have had their rooms redecorated by the 
tenants themselves using paints provided by the Authority. 

Rents assessed for 1956 averaged $41.63, a slight increase 
over 1955. Rents receivable at the end of the year amounted 
to $116.00. 


During the year only one veteran, Gerald Holmes, and 
family left the project. The family of Maurice O’Brien was 
transferred to this larger unit, and the family of George 
Caplette were chosen to fill the vacant unit left by the 
O’Briens. 

It is hoped that during the coming year the exteriors 
of all units will be repainted. The original oil-stain coating 
was covered in 1953 by a coat of aluminum paint to seal the 
oil-stain, and one coat of body color. However, 1956 finds 
the single color coat not sufficient, and a complete paint 
job is a “must.” 

Progress on the housing for the elderly project has been 
slow. Suitable land for this type housing is not readily 
obtainable. Several sites have been selected by the Authority 
but have been in turn rejected by the State Housing Board— 
the final authority in these matters. 

At present, approval of a site on Riverlin Street is 
awaited. If this site is acceptable, negotiations will be 
begun on obtaining the land, selecting an architect, and 
applying for financial] aid from the State. If the site is re- 
jected, the Authority will be hard put to obtain a suitable 
site within reasonable distance of stores, buses, etc.—a 
requisite for housing for the elderly.

The Report of the 


Good Government Committee 


To The Moderator and Citizens of Millbury: 
Following the Annual Town Meeting in March 1956, the 
Good Government Committee was appointed by the Moder- 
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ator, and given the Task of studying a number of proposals 
to improve the Town as a whole 

The Committee organized and elected a Chairman and 
Clerk, and began an orderly study of the proposals. It was 
deemed that a Planning Board would be of a value to the 
Town, and the adoption of the Sub-Division Control Law 
would be a forward step, and eventually a money saving 
move. The Committee met with neighboring Planning 
Boards, Selectman and State Department of Commerce 
Representatives. The need for a Planning Board and Con- 
trol Laws was considered great enough to insert an article 
in the Special Town Meeting held in September 1956. 
Studies showed that the Town was not in line with modern 
principles by holding the Annual Town Election before the 
Town Meeting. We felt that changing the date to after the 
Town Meeting would also increase interest in the Town 
Meeting by Elected Officer’s and Citizen’s alike. The article 
to change these dates was also inserted at the Special Town 
Meeting in September. Your Committee was gratified by the 
unanimous vote given to the articles sponsored by it. 

In September the Beard of Selectmen requested the com- 
mittee to bring forward, as soon as possible, recommenda- 
tions on a Zoning By Law. 

Weekly meetings and Public neighborhood meetings were 
held by the Committee, and after much research and study, 
a Zoning By Law was proposed and presented at a Public 
Hearing held in December. Again the reception was gratify- 
ing, and the Law has been prepared for the Special Town 
Meeting in February 1957. 

At this time we would like to thank all who aided us in 
the preparation of the Zoning By Law. 

The Committee studied the feasibility of Representative 
Type of Town Meeting, and found it to be working very 
well in our neighboring Town of Shrewsbury. However, we 
feel that for the present, the open type of Town Meeting 
should be continued, unless the lack of interest in Annual 
and Special Town Meetings continues to grow. 

A Town Manager form of Government has been widely 
talked about within the Town. The Committee met with 
Shrewsbury and Holden Selectmen to hear their views, and 
we found them to be all favorable. This form of Town 
Government may be as strong or weak, as the Article under 
which the Town accepts it, and the man appointed as Town 
Manager. We found that many officers now filled by Election 
are appointive offices under a Town Manager. We feel that 
there are many good features in this type of Government; 
but we do not feel that Millbury is quite ready for it. We

recommend that further study be continued on a Town 
Manager Type of Government for Millbury. 

Revaluation is another widely discussed item that the 
committee has looked into. We found that there are some 
inequalities in the general assessments throughout the 
Town, and we feel that our Board of Assessors is qualified 
to make the necessary adjustments. We believe the hiring 
of outside valuation experts will be quite costly and not 
necessary. We have recommended the publishing of a Tax 
and Valuation Report this year, and by doing so, the 
Citizens of the Town may intelligently determine if a 
general revaluation is necessary in the future. 

The Committee feels it has satisfactorily accomplished 
the largest part of the studies given to it, and that much 
has been accomplished in the past year. 

We suggest that the Moderator be authorized to appoint a 
Committee to continue the study of a Town Manager, Town 
By Laws and Revaluation in the coming year. 

‘Again we wish to thank all who have cooperated with us 
in our many meetings, and for the suggestions given us.

Report of the School Committee 


To the citizens of Millbury: 


The School Committee herewith submits its annual report 
for the year ending December 31, 1956. 

The year 1956 has witnessed another year in which the 
cost of maintaining and operating the school system has 
increased. The cost of practically everything which is 
necessary to operate a school system has increased mod- 
erately. The nation-wide increase in the cost of living re- 
sulted in a general salary increase for all teachers being 
granted by the Committee. According to a report recently 
published by the Department of Education, the state average 
for educating a pupil in grades 1-8 is $224.25 and in grades 
9-12, $349.75. 

Due to overcrowding of the school buses, it was necessary 
to advertise for bids for an additional bus to transport our 
pupils. Mr. Jette was the only bidder for this route and was 
awarded the new contract at his bid price of $4,990. 

The field house at Windle Field is partially completed at 
the writing of this report. Mr. Windle graciously offered 
to pay for the field house building. The money which was 
voted at the annual meeting for this purpose is to be used 
for plumbing and any necessary incidentals. The plumbing 
contract for this building was awarded to William F. Lynch 
Co., the low bidder, with a price of $2,540.00 The Com- 
mittee wishes to thank Mr. Windle for his generosity. 

The salary of Mr. Shea, Superintendent of Schools, was 
increased $800.00 per year in 1956, making his salary more 
in line with industrial executives of comparable respon- 
sibilities. 

Mrs. Mabel Cuthbertson resigned from her duties as 
cafeteria helper in December 1956. Mrs. Ruth Looms was 
appointed to fill this position. 

Open House was conducted again in all schools in Nov- 
ember. It was indeed gratifying to observe the splendid 
response and interest of our pupils’ parents. 

The Mothers’ Club of Dorothy Manor School purchased 
an Ampro projector for that school during the past year. 
The Committee sincerely thanks this interested group of 
mothers in helping to provide the latest facilities for our 
school system. 

Much necessary new equipment was purchased during the 
year and a great amount of school repair and maintenance 
was carried out in all schools. A complete list of all projects 
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and improvements is contained in the following itemized 
accounting schedule. 

For the year 1956, the State has reimbursed the Town of 
Millbury $93,538.70 towards the cost of school operation. 

Due to an oversight in the Committee’s 1955 report, no 
mention was made of the death of Mr. Chauncey C. Fergu- 
son, former Superintendent of Schools, who passed away 
December 28, 1955. It is with the deepest regret that the 
Committee notes the passing of Mr. Ferguson, a truly fine 
person and educator who worked long and diligently in the 
development of our Millbury School System. Mr. Ferguson 
served as Superintendent of Schools from July 1, 1912 to 
July 1, 1937. 

The Committee was pleased to note that at the Special 
Town Meeting in September of 1956 the townspeople voted 
favorably on the article calling for the transfer of $2,000.00 
to enable the Elementary Schools Survey Committee to 
obtain preiminary plans for an addition to the Memorial 
ee School, thus making the school a Junior-Senior High 

chool. 

If present school population trends continue, such an 
addition is a must. Such an addition would enable our junior 
high pupils to have access to the excellent shop, gymnasium, 
auditorium, cafeteria and other facilities presently avail- 
able at the Memorial High School. 

The operation of our school system is becoming a larger 
business each year. No Committee and Superintendent could 
operate this system successfully without the full cooperation 
of principals, teachers and townspeople. The present Com- 
mittee is indeed appreciative of the cooperation rendered 
it during the past several years. It is our hope that the 
same cooperation shall be given the five-member committee 
which shall begin to function in 1957.

School Committee 


Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee: 


I respectfully submit my twentieth annual report and the sixty- 
seventh in the series of reports of the Millbury School Superintendents, 
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It costs a great deal of money to run a school system today. This is 
brought home to the ordinary citizen when he gets his tax bill and 
finds that a large proportion of the increased assessment is due to 
increased expenses for the schools. Ordinarily he thinks only of the 
new school building which has cost so much money. New buildings are 
expensive, but this is only one item in many factors that contribute to 
continually rising costs of education. 

The new buildings are necessary to replace structures which have 
become outmoded, and to accommodate the ever-increasing enrollment 
in the schools. In a period of 15 years, high school enrollment has 
increased about fifty per cent. Grammar school enrollment is not far 
behind. More children are completing their high school education. Not 
too many years ago, only five out of every hundred fifth grade pupils 
continued in school until they had finished high school. Today more 
than fifty out of every one hundred fifth grade pupils continue in 
school until they obtain their high school diploma. Science laboratories, 
industrial arts courses, home economics, health programs, etc., are 
commonplace and essential today, and multiply the costs of running 
a school. However, the results obtained justify the expenses as our 
children leave the schools with a better preparation for life and the 
duties of citizenship. 

Teachers’ salaries are a major item in any school budget. The 
standard of wages has continually advanced for the past several years 
in all walks of life. Teachers have the same expenses as people in other 
professions. The cost of their own preparation for the teaching career 
has doubled or even tripled. From a business point of view, they have 
a right to expect a fair return for their investment in money and 
study, one proportionate to what people in other professions, with 
comparable educational requirements, receive. 


Textbooks and supplies cost a great deal more today than they did 
ten years ago. However, the textbooks are far more interesting and 
attractive. Audio-visual aids, health programs, physical education, 
vocational programs, aptitude and intelligence tests, all add to the 
cost of running a school, but all are essential in modern education, 
and all have their place in developing the future citizens of the 
country. 

The program of the modern elementary schools has changed greatly 
in the last half century. This change is inherent in the change in our 
way of living. It is difficult to summarize all the modifications which 
have taken place. 

The teacher today is one who counsels and directs the activities of 
the children rather than a director who gives orders which must be 
obeyed instantly and without question. This, however, does not imply any 
lack of control over the situation by the teacher. The major emphasis in 
the offerings of the modern school is on the child, the learner, rather than 
on the acquisition of facts and information gathered and memorized 
with much meaningless drill. Needless facts and information are sub- 
ordinated to attitudes and understandings. 


There is ever-increasing attention to individual needs, interests, and 
the special abilities of the children. There is increasing emphasis upon 
art, music, and physical education as means of enjoyment, expression 
and creativeness. Many visual and auditory aids are used. Greater 
emphasis in placed on the use of tackboards for posters and charts 
and the use of projectors and other modern equipment and with less 
emphasis being placed on the sole use of the pencil, paper, book and 
chalkboard. 

Today’s school is a happy, pleasant place and we find children 
really love to go to school. The principal and teachers are friendly 
persons, always approachable, and never to be feared. Parents are 
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always welcome to visit the modern school. It is no longer a thing 
apart from the community. 

There is continuous progress in skill areas transcending the “grade” 
levels on which great emphasis used to be placed with relation to 
standards. Today, progress is a gradual, continuing progression rather 
than a step to step procedure involving many failures and much re- 
tardation. There is a great deal of attention paid to child growth and 
readiness to learn, plus careful consideration of social and psycho- 
logical adjustment.

Report of Mr. Stephen Beaton 
High School Principal 


As was predicted last year, the fall of 1956 saw an increased enroll- 
ment in the Millbury Memorial High School. We began the school year 
with 440 pupils, a gain of eight over last year’s opening figures. This 
gain, however, is a small one in comparison to what is to come in the 
near future. We will graduate approximately ninety students next 
June and we have the prospect of an incoming class of 154 or more, 
whereas this year’s Freshman Class was only 180. This difference of 
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twenty-four or more pupils will mean that the enrollment in the high 
school will exceed for the first time the number of pupils which the 
school was built to house, namely 450. 

There were two changes in the high school faculty this year. We lost 
the valued services of Mrs. Paul Johnson, the former Miss Margaret 
Russell, and Mr. Robert Carey. Mrs. Johnson, who taught United 
States History and English, was replaced by Miss Honora Kinniery, 
who last year taught Consumer Economics and Commercial Geog- 
raphy in the Millbury Memorial High School. Miss Kinniery’s former 
position was filled by Mr. Arthur Smith, who received his A.B. degree 
from Clark University in 1952 and was until this fall connected with 
the Oxford, Massachusetts school system. Mr. Carey, who taught 
Freshman English, and who is now teaching English and history in 
the Wachusett Regional High School, was replaced by Miss Jean Shea, 
who received her A.B. degree at the College of Our Lady of the Elms 
in Chicopee, Massachusetts. We welcome our new teachers to the 
Millbury High School faculty and wish them every success and happi- 
ness which the teaching profession can offer. To the teachers who have 
left us, we wish to express our appreciation for their cooperation and 
for a job well done. 

The prizes annually awarded to the members of the graduating 
class were as follows: Phyllis Howard was awarded the D.A.R. Good 
Citizen Certificate for outstanding characteristics of good citizenship; 
Anthony Anastation was awarded the Rensselaer Alumni Association 
Medal for proficiency in mathematics and science; Norman Gonyea 
was awarded the Millbury Memorial High School athletic award for 
outstanding service in the field of athletics. 

The number of scholarship awards has increased considerably. Three 
additional organizations have offered new scholarships, and the Mill- 
bury PTA has increased its scholarship award from one one-hundred 
dollar scholarship to two one-hundred-dollar scholarships, one to be 
awarded to a boy and the other to a girl. The new organizations and 
their awards are: The Millbury Credit Union Scholarship of one hun- 
dred dollars; two scholarships of one hundred dollars each by the 
Millbury Memorial High School Faculty; and one scholarship of one 
hundred dollars by the Millbury Memorial High School Student Coun- 
cil, acting for the Student Body. These added to the one-hundred- 
scholarship, which has been annually presented to a member of the 
Senior Class for a great many years, give a total of seven scholarships 
which were presented at the Class Day exercises last June. To all 
of the donors of these awards I would like to offer my special thanks. 

The recipients of the above-mentioned scholarships were as follows: 
Edwin Carlstrom was presented the Millbury Woman’s Club Scholar- 
ship by its president, Mrs. Willis Hopkins; Jeannette Spirkowye and 
Edwin Carlstrom were the recipients of the Millbury PTA Scholar- 
ships, which were presented by its president, Mrs. Frank Sheehan; 
Anthony Anastation received the Millbury Credit Union Scholarship, 
which was presented by its president, Mr. Paul Lacouture; Alan 
Reed was presented the Millbury Memorial High School Student Body 
Scholarship by the president of the Student Council, John Alex; 
Catharine May and Janet Willand were presented the Millbury Me- 
morial High School Faculty Scholarships by the principal, Mr. Stephen 
Beaton. 

The cost of obtaining an education beyond high school is mounting 
each year and is getting to be more of a burden than the average 
income can assume, and it is to this means of help that the student 
is turning more and more in order to finance his way through college. 
May I add that I know of no greater service an organization can give 
to its community and to the future leadership of the nation than by 
the granting of a scholarship to a worthy student. 
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In a national contest approved by the school and sponsored by the 
Royal Typewriter Company and Scholastic Magazine, Miss Joan Molt, 
a sophomore, won an honorable mention prize of ten dollars for her 
letter on what Thanksgiving meant to her. Congratulations go to Miss 
Molt and her English teacher, Miss Marlborough, for this praise- 
worthy piece of work. 

For the second year in succession the “Reflector,” in competition 
with several hundred other high schoo] magazines, was awarded First 
Place by the Columbia Scholastic Press Association. Once again to Mr. 
Hamilton and to the members of the Reflector staff we offer our most 
hearty congratulations for a job well done. 

The “Reflector” received still another honor during the past year 
when it received the ““Freedom’s Foundation Award” of one hundred 
dollars for an editorial entitled ‘‘Citizenship,” written by Miss Jane 
Shea, a member of the graduating class of 1955, Congratulations, 
Miss Shea, and an additional salute to the Reflector and Mr. Hamilton. 

The various clubs and organizations in the Millbury Memorial High 
School again enjoyed a pleasant and successful year under the 
guidance and leadership of the following teachers: Boys’ Athletics, 
Mr. Martin Roach, Mr. Angelo Insalaco, Mr. Richard Swanson, and 
Mr. David Otto; Girls’ Athletics, Miss Ann Harrington; The Cheering 
Squad, Mrs. Ethel Gladstone and Miss Honora Kinniery; The Student 
Council, Mr. Raymond Shaw; The Band, Dr. Warren Freeman and 
Mr. Robert Carey; The French Club, Miss Helen Brown; The Science 
Club, Mr. Thomas McGinn; The Biology Club, Mr. Richard Kenary; 
The Junior Red Cross, Mr. Raymond Shaw; The Reflector, Mr. 
Thomas Hamilton, Miss Margaret Marlborough and Miss Frances 
Pronski; The Aftermath, Miss Helen Brown, and Miss Honora 
Kinniery; The Dramatic Club, Miss Margaret Marlborough, Mr.

Report of Mr. Arthur O’Mara 
Junior High School and Center School Principal 


I respectfully submit my second report as Principal of the Junior 
High School and Center School. 

With the opening of school in September, the enrollment in the 
Junior High School was 287 pupils. This was a slight decrease from 
the number enrolled the previous year. 

We welcome to the faculty of the Junior High School Mr. David 
Otto. He replaces Mr. Richard Swanson who resigned to accept a 
position in Holden. 

An annual inter-class spelling contest was held with pupils from 
the seventh and eighth grades competing under the direction of Miss 
Pauline Lambert. Elaine Wishneski, a seventh grade pupil, was the 
winner and her name was inscribed on a trophy in recognition of her 
spelling ability. 

In April, the Junior High School presented the operetta, Days of 
Kerry Dancing, in the Auditorium of the Memorial High School under 
the very able direction of Miss Katherine Bowe, Supervisor of Music. 
Miss Florence Scarpaci, Art Supervisor, skillfully assisted in prepar- 
ing the colorful and artistic scenery. The parents and friends of the 
cast enjoyed an evening of delightful entertainment. 

The annual class trip to Boston for the members of the graduating 
class was indeed a success. The class and the members of the faculty 
who chaperoned the group enjoyed a tour of many points of historical 
interest. The trip included a visit to the Science Museum, Bunker Hill, 
Charlestown Navy Yard, Old North Church and the State House. 

In May, the Junior High School band, under the direction of Dr. 
Warren Freeman, participated in the Annual School Music Festival 
in Auburn, Our band, although newly formed, compared favorably 
with bands of other schools of our size in the county. In June, many 
of the members of the band were graduated from the Junior High 
School. This necessitated the recruiting this year of several new 
members from the fifth and sixth grades. 

The graduating class of June 1956 from the Junior High School 
numbered 1381 pupils. This was the largest class ever to be graduated 
from the school. 

Parents’ Night was observed on November 15, 1956. The interest 
of the parents in the work of their children in school was indicated by 
the large attendance. Over 500 parents of Junior High School pupils 
took advantage of the opportunity to discuss with the teachers the 
work and ability of their children, thereby creating a closer relation- 
ship and understanding between the parent and the teacher. 
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Mr. James O’Leary, coach of basketball, worked untiringly with 
the teams as is evidenced by the number of games won and lost 
during the season. The final statistics showed 9 games won and 1 
game lost in basketball. A cup was presented to the school for the 
success of the basketball team during the season. In baseball, 9 games 
played with 5 victories and 4 defeats. 

We are continuing with the visual] education program with the use 
of films and film strips. Several new film strips have been added to our 
library for use in our science classes. 

This year, the Junior High School attendance has been excellent. 
Many days we have had 98% of the pupils present. We are grateful 
to the parents for their cooperation in helping us to attain this record. 

In September, the enrollment in the Center School was 260. This was 
an increase of only three pupils over the enrollment of September 
1955. 

Two new teachers joined the staff of the Center School in Septem- 
ber. Miss Teresa Roberts was appointed to succeed Mr. Randolph 
Mogren who resigned to accept a position in Auburn. Mr, Robert 
Dillon replaced Mr. Joseph Kotomski who also accepted a position in 
Auburn. To these teachers we extend a warm welcome. 


Report of Mrs. Constance J. Dobie 
Special Class Teacher 


The Special Class, which was organized in March 1955 to care for 
the educational needs of certain handicapped children, is showing 
steady progress. Each of the nine pupils progresses at his or her own 
capacity for learning and, therefore, each one is an individual problem. 

At the end of last year one pupil was lost by transferral to another 
state, but another boy was added this September to take his place. 

Attendance is, on the whole, very good, with one boy and girl having 
perfect attendance from the first week of March 1955. 

The program has been broadened to include one period of physical 
education a week at the Memeorial High School gymnasium and 
arrangements have been made for the boys to attend manual training 
classes weekly. 


Report of Miss Ann D. Harrington 
Supervisor of Physical Education—Girls 


Girls physical education in the Junior and Senior High Schools 
consists of a well-balanced and varied program. 

During the Fall in the Senior High School, an outdoor program 
is planned with concentration on activities of higher organization 
such as field hockey, soccer, field ball, and speed ball. Field Hockey is 
greatly emphasized because it is one of the major sports. 

The winter season finds the girls participating in the following 
activities: basketball, bowling, badminton, volleyball, deck tennis, 
quoits, tumbling and stunts, and table tennis. 

The Spring activities find the girls once again outdoors playing 
softball, tennis, track, and archery. 

Throughout the school year a variety of games of lower organization 
and lead-up games are planned and played. Calesthenics also play a 
rated role in this program with the emphasis being laid on physical 

tness. 

Physical Education in the Junior High School is, of course, geared 
to the age level of the girls. The program is limited because of the 
small field. The girls meet once a week to engage in a varied program. 

Health and First Aid are held once a month. Lectures are given on 
the subject with time allotted to question and answer periods. 

In conclusion, I expect each girl to participate from a moderate to 
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an excellent degree of skill. Each individual should have a general 
knowledge of the games and enough skill so that she might carry on 
any activity after she leaves school. My ultimate goal is to have all 
attain some degree of competitive spirit and sportsmanship. 


Report of Mr. Angelo Insalaco 
Supervisor of Physical Education—Boys 


The physical education program in the high school is designed to 
reach all of the boys who are physically able. A variety of games and 
exercises was taught. The aim is to expose the boys to as many 
activities as possible in the time alloted, and to give them a chance 
to learn and enjoy games and activities which they may otherwise 
never come in contact. 

In addition to the physical education classes, intramural activities 
are given to further the possibilities of all to participate in team and 
individual contests. 

From September to December, the boys participate in touch foot- 
ball, soccer, basketball; January to March, tumbling, apparatus, 
volley ball; April to June, track and field, softball, and tennis. 

Games of low organization, relays and drills will be used through- 
out the program to tie in with the activity being taught. 

It is the hope of this instructor that the aims and objectives of 
physical education are being projected to the boys of the high school 
through this program, and that it will give a healthier outlook on the 
physical and the mental aspects of play. 


Report of Mrs. Jane S. Dakin 
Supervisor of Home Economics 


The course in Home Economics is designed primarily for freshmen 
students of the Memorial High School. Its purpose is to give a 
practical working knowledge of various phases of foods, clothing and 
gracious living. It is presented simply and concretely, so as to arouse 
an interest in efficient planning, purchasing and preparation of whole- 
some, well-balanced meals. 

This year sixty freshmen girls are enrolled in double period sessions. 
By starting with simpler recipes first, we proceed to more difficult 
ones, namely from fruit juices to roasting of meats. At the end of 
each unit a complete meal is planned and executed. Each girl is 
responsible for her share of the work. Thus, certain students plan 
the menu, check the nutritional and caloric value; others are con- 
cerned with the actual preparation, table setting and serving. A total 
of 255 single dishes and nine complete meals were served by the 
classes. 

In the spring, the classes proceed with the study of timely clothing 
problems. Emphasis here has been placed on the present-day problems 
of the consumer, selection of clothing, construction processes, with the 
hope that every student will enjoy making some of her clothes, and 
will learn to do it easily and well. Attention is placed on the care 
and repair, to make it possible to keep clothes looking well. Because 
fashions and fabrics change frequently, we present movies, fashion 
magazines and such to keep on the up-to-date developments in fabrics 
and dress. Concerted effort is made to point out the contributions each 
girl can make by conserving the clothes, and giving them intelligent 
care, to select them wisely and to learn to make many of them. A total 
of 117 garments completed. 

All through the year we point out and stress skills and techniques 
which will help each girl to become a gracious hostess, a better 
organizer both in terms of money and actual work and to add a lasting 
pleasure to their future daily living. 
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Report of Miss Rose B. Neri 
Teacher of Junior High School Sewing 


The clothing program this year is basically the same as previous 
years. There is a comprehensive study of hand sewing for beginners 
with emphasis throughout the seventh grade on the importance of 
skillful handwork—accuracy in construction, neatness in workmanship, 
and attractiveness in composition and color harmony. All these 
techniques are acquired in moderation by learning numerous hand 
stitches and applying these stitches in constructing articles for a 
sewing kit and a decorative household article. Limited design and color 
choices are part of the initial program, Pupils progress to machine 
stitching and acquire a thorough knowledge of its fundamental 
functions and practical applications. 

Training in machine stitching is furthered in the eighth grade 
while learning various phases of clothing construction. Three projects 
are made during the year—an apron, a lingerie piece and a dress. 
Before undertaking these garments, specific instruction is given on 
the commercial pattern, proper selection of style, proper selection of 
fabric, pleasing color combinations and simplicity in all aspects 
of construction. Now, pupils are expected to put to advantage on a 
greater scale their ability for proper choice of desired style by select- 
ing patterns, making necessary adjustments to the patterns and intro- 
ducing minor ornamental variations. It is very satisfying to the 
individual to be creative and achieve pleasing results; it gives one 
the incentive for more advanced and professional fashion and home- 
making habits essential for everyday living. 


Report of Mr. Wilmar H. Ela 
Supervisor of Industrial Arts 


The Industrial Arts shop program consists of oral instruction, 
manual demonstrations, printed instruction and class discussion on 
the use of hand tools and machine operations used to fashion wood, 
metal and plastics. Selection of projects for their instructional and 
practical value is limited by the teacher. In related class work, in- 
struction is given in math, science, and mechanical drawing. Math 
provides problems dealing with general trades. These problems 
include whole numbers, decimals, fractions, measuring instruments, 
electricity, surface measurement, value, and mechanics. Science 
illustrates the use of hand and machine tools for wood, plastic, 
and mechanics, and graphically describes metal making processes, 
electrical systems, including automobile electric systems. 

Production techniques, engineering developments, and opportunities 
for the trained worker are also studied. 

Mechanical drawing strives to develop the means of properly 
representing an idea on paper by means of freehand sketching, 
othographic, three views, isometric, picture view, tracing and 
blueprinting. 


Report of Mr. William F.. McCullough, Jr. 
Teacher of Woodworking 


The fifth and sixth grade pupils are introduced to the basic wood- 
working tools, learning the proper use, care and maintenance through 
the medium of woodworking projects. Each child completes two or 
three projects learning the correct procedure of designing, con- 
struction and finishing. 

The seventh and eighth grade pupils use all the hand tools along 
with being acquainted with the power machines. More complicated 
projects are undertaken in these classes usually trying to obtain four 
completed projects integrating both hand tools and the power 
machines (grinder, lathe, band saw, drill press and jig saw). 
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Movies are shown concerning the manufacturing of lumber and 
by-products and their use in our everyday living. 


Report of Miss Katherine M. Bowe 
Supervisor of Music 


Music is an art enjoyed by all classes and Nations. Knowledge of a 
subject enhances its value. 

The school program is planned to give a thorough foundation in the 
elements of music, thereby enabling the children to intelligently 
enjoy and participate in its various phases. 

From rhythms and singing games in the first and second grades, 
through the study of basic theory and simple harmonies in the third, 
fourth, fifth and sixth grades, music is a part of the daily schedule, 

Two periods a week are devoted to music in the Junior High School, 
at which time three-part music is studied and enjoyed by the children. 
The Junior High Operetta, presented each year, is a highlight of the 
music program. 

The high school program consists of a Glee Club of sixty voices. 
These girls and boys rehearse once a week and interpret four-part 
music most effectively. 

The Glee Club takes part in the Central Massachusetts Music 
Festival as well as the High School graduation. This year the festival 
is to be held in Millbury. The High School Talent or Assembly Group 
consists of boys and girls who sing, dance or play some musical in- 
strument in solo or quartet work. They present assemblies at various 
schools in the county. 

This year a course in Organ has been added. At the present time, 
there are twelve students availing themselves of the opportunity to 
learn to play the Hammond Organ. These students are allowed one 
practice period a week and are doing remarkably well. 


Report of Dr. Warren S. Freeman 
Instructor of Instrumental Music 


Although there are still many problems to be solved in connection 
with the overall instrumental music program in Millbury, steady 
progress has been maintained during the past year. The program in 
the junior high school and in the elementary school was particularly 
effective during 1956. A total of more than thirty boys and girls took 
part in the junior high school and elementary program which was 
held in the junior high school building each Wednesday. 

The high school band has not grown as much as was anticipated. 
Many of the boys and girls who graduated from the junior high 
school did not join the band at the high school. There are a number 
of reasons for this situation including the fact that many of the boys 
and girls have a heavy program of studies. Others work outside of 
school and feel they need every extra minute for study in the high 
school. Also a tradition for instrumental music has not yet been 
developed to make the band program attractive to large numbers of 
students in the high school. 

In spite of the fact that the high school band at the present time 
numbers only about twenty players, we have been working constantly 
with the principal of the high school and with the teachers to develop 
more players and to build a larger band for Millbury High School. 

The bands have appeared at numerous school and community 
functions during the past year. The band took part in the Memorial 
Day parade, in the State Music Festival at Auburn, and at two of the 
football games in the fall of 1956. 

One of the most important projects which is being planned for 
1957 is the annual Massachusetts Music Festival which will be held 
in Millbury on Saturday, May 11, 1957. Under the chairmanship of 
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the Superintendent of Schools, a number of committees are working 
on this project. It is expected that these committees will be expanded 
to include members of civic and community organizations throughout 
the Town of Millbury in order that this festival may be made truly 
a representative and worthwhile event in the musical growth and 
development of the town. It is expected that about two thousand boys 
and girls from all of the schools of Worcester County and about five 
thousand spectators will enjoy the festival in May. This is a large 
undertaking for Millbury and will require many hours of concentrated 
work on the part of all of those who are taking part in the organiza- 
tional phases of the festival in order that it may be carried out 
successfully. It is expected that the music festival will be self-sustain- 
ing and it is possible that a small profit will accrue. This money will 
be used to further the development of the music program, particularly 
through the furnishing of musical instruments for certain boys and 
girls who are not able to afford to own their own instruments. 

I would like at this time to express my appreciation to the Superin- 
tendent of Schools, and to the School Committee for their patient, 
cooperative support of our program. For a number of reasons, the 
development of instrumental music in Millbury has not been an easy 
task. However, we have kept constantly at work and, although the 
progress has been slow, it has been steady, and it is my feeling that, 
with continued effort, we will eventually have a complete and well- 
balanced instrumental music program for the schools of Millbury. 


Report of Miss Florence M. Scarpaci 
Supervisor of Art 


The elementary grade art curriculum consists of teaching the funda- 
mentals of color harmony, design, and the recognition of the correct 
proportions of the human figure, animals and buildings. Our media 
here is crayon. 

In the junior high school the art work is more individualized and 
we are able to further study in color harmony, lettering and principals 
of design on a more advanced scale. At the junior high school level 
there is a marked change in the art interests of most pupils. There 
is more interest in craft work than in illustrative work, They like to 
discover how the composition of a picture is organized in terms of line, 
dark and light masses, and color harmony. 

Our successful Christmas projects and the operetta scenery are 
proof that our boys and girls understand the subject from a technical 
as well as a practical and esthetical point of view. 

In the senior high school the pupils are approaching maturity and 
naturally their art interests reflect this stage of development. Ad- 
vanced color study, design and lettering are covered. Much interest is 
shown in photography coloring since the knowledge and experience 
gained may confidently be applied toward a practical means. 

Other projects covered in this age group include ceramics, pastel 
drawing, charcoal drawing, block printing, styro-foam fantasies, and 
oil painting. The art exhibit was very successful and our pupils 
deserve credit for their executive and artistic abilities, 


Report of Richard E. Church, M.D. 
School Physician 


The regular yearly examinations have been performed at the 
schools. Also being examined are all the high school students engag- 
ing in athletics. 

No serious health problems were uncovered. Although the dental 
care in some classes is excellent, caries remains the most frequent 
defect. In one class, each of the fourteen boys had major cavities in 
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permanent teeth. Posture problems are common in fourth grade girls. 
Many junior high school boys are overweight. 


Report of Miss Anna B. Callahan, R.N. 
School Nurse 


The annual physical examination of school children has _ been 
thoroughly and successfully completed. Notification concerning defects 
are sent to the parents, and I must urge parents again to act upon 
our findings. 

The most common fault in children is, as usual, carious teeth. 
Among the most common reasons for absence are colds, and the 
children’s diseases of which mumps was the greatest source of 
trouble. 

After having taken the census of handicapped children, the Board 
of Education found it necessary that home teaching be provided in one 
case. 

With the assistance cof Mrs. Gagliardi, the screen tests for vision 
and hearing were administered. Both the eyeglass fund and the 
Salvation Army Fund contribute greatly to alleviating problems 
detected through these tests. 

Clinics 

An unusually busy year has been spent so far because of the many 
clinics held so far. The most encompassing of these was the series of 
poliomyelitis shots so far administered. The number of inoculations 
reads as follows:

The annual smallpox clinic was held in June, and bi-weekly dental 
clinics, under the supervision of Dr. M. M. Hennebery, have been 
conducted during the year.
